I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Crewe  for  the  year  1963. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

During  1963,  27  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of 
1 year.  In  1962,  when  29  infante  under  the  age  of  1 year  died, 

I commented  that  the  number  was  higher  than  any  recorded  in  the 
previous  10  years.  The  1963  figure  shows  little  improvement  and 
again  compares  most  unfavourably  with  the  1957-61  average  of  l8. 
Considering  the  1963  infant  deaths  in  the  usual  two  groups,  the 
neonatal  group  (deaths  occurring  during  the  first  month  of  life) 
and  the  second  group  (those  occurring  during  the  period  4 weeks 
to  12  months)  a considerable  difference  is  noted  on  the  1962  figures. 
Infant  deaths  in  the  first  month  of  life  are  usually  associated  with 
prenatal  factors,  such  as  congenital  abnormality  or  immaturity,  and 
this  group  is  recognised  as  being  the  more  difficult  to  prevent. 
During  1962,  of  the  29  deaths,  only  8 occurred  in  the  first  month, 
but  in  1963,  17  of  the  27  babies  died  in  the  first  month.  This 

increase  in  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  produces  a 
considerable  reduction  in  deaths  of  children  between  1 month  and 
12  months  of  age,  being  a reduction  from  the  high  figure  of  21  in 
1962  to  10  in  1963.  We  should  not  be  complacent  about  this 
figure,  however,  as  the  1952  - 1962  average  for  deaths  of  infants 
(4  weeks  to  12  months)  is  6.4  per  annum,  and  our  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  27.1  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  still  compares  very 
unfavourably  with  the  England  & Wales  rate  of  21.1. 

The  total  number  of  live  births,  and  birth  rate,  continues  to 
rise  as  it  has  done  over  the  past  8 years.  Of  the  995  live  births, 
the  illegitimate  proportion,  approximately  5.39^  (58  in  number), 
shows  a reduction  on  the  high  1962  proportion,  7.565^  (72  in  number). 
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It  also  shows  a small  reduction  on  the  previous  5 years'  average 
figure  which  was  6%.  The  live  birth  rate  for  1963»  of  l8.8  per 
1,000  population,  is  higher  than  the  England  & Wales  rate  (l8.2). 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded,  621,  shows  a small 
reduction  on  the  1965  figure  of  655*  The  1951  - I960  average  is 
600.  The  figures  are  comparable  as  our  population  has  remained 
approximately  static.  The  1963  corrected  death  rate,  13.55  per 
1,000  population  is  still  high  compared  with  the  England  & Wales 
figure  of  12.2.  227  of  these  deaths  occurred  to  persons  aged 

75  years  or  over.  12  deaths  were  attributed  to  accidents. 

6 persons  committed  suicide,  and  of  the  119  deaths  attributed  to 
cancer,  25  were  primary  lung  cancers.  One  death  was  ascribed  to 
"Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion". 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  notified  incidence  of  measles,  866  again  shows  clearly 
the  2 year  periodicity  of  this  disease  (notified  incidence  in 
preceding  years  is  as  follows:-  1962  - 67;  1961  - 908; 

i960  - 4l;  1959  - 1,081).  Vrtiooping  cough  notifications  remained 

low  and  scarlet  fever  continued  at  approximately  the  same  level  as 
as  in  previous  years. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

During  1965*  8 persons  were  notified  as  new  cases  of 
respiratory  tuberculosis.  33  persons'  names  were  removed  from  the 
register  as  "recovered"  and  the  death  of  one  person  only,  was 
ascribed  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 


During  the  year,  I80  persons  were  medically  examined. 

Of  these  78  were  examined  in  conjunction  with  the  Corporation's 
Superannuation  and  Sickness  Pay  Schemes,  71  were  County  Staff  or 
persons  seeking  entry  to  a Training  College,  and  31  were  of  persons 
applying  for  a Taxi  Driver's  Licence. 

MORTDARY  FACILITIES 

The  Corporation  Mortuary  was  closed  on  1st  January,  1962  and 
the  arrangements  made  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management 
Committee  have  continued  entirely  satisfactorily.  During  the 
year  the  Corporation  paid  fees  in  respect  of  55  bodies  received  at 
the  Crewe  Memorial  Hospital  Mortuary.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixteenth  annual  report  on  the  v/ork 
of  the  public  health  inspectorate. 

Once  again  slum  clearance  has  received  priorily  of  attention  and 
satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained.  Since  its  re-introduction  in 
1955  to  the  end  of  1963,  formal  st^s  had  been  Initiated  for  the  clearance 
of  988  houses,  678  families  rehoused  and  527  houses  demolished. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  forty-nine  applications  for  improvement 
grants  were  received  and  approved  under  the  provisions  of  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  as  compared  with  tweniy-four  the  previous 
year.  Since  the  modernisation  scheme  was  introduced  306  applications  have 
been  approved,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  modernisation  of  262 
dwellings  had  been  completed.  The  total  cost  of  the  v/ork  on  the  306 
dwellings  will  be  £62,341,  of  which  £44,398  will  rank  for  graiit.  The 
average  grant  per  house  over  the  v/hole  period  was  £72.15.0d. 

Despite  the  efforts  of  the  Government  and  local  authorities  the 
improvement  and  conversion  grants  schemes  have  only  met  vdth  a limited 
degree  of  success.  Three-quarters  of  the  improvements  carried  out  with 
the  aid  of  grants  relate  to  ovaier-occupied  properties  and  only  one  quarter 
to  tenanted  dwellings.  The  Government  has  therefore  deemed  it  advisable 
to  provide  in  the  Housing  Act,  I964  powers  to  local  authorities  to 
require  the  improvement  of  tenanted  dwellings  in  certain  circvimstances 
and  to  make  changes  in  the  schemes  of  discretionary  and  standard  grants. 
The  purpose  behind  the  changes  is  to  secure  that  within  the  next  ten 
years  most  of  the  two  million  or  so  improvable  older  houses  which  lack 
amenities  and  v;hich  still  have  a reasonable  life  are  provided  vdth  hot 
water,  a fixed  bath  or  shower,  a wash  hand  basin,  an  inside  lavatory  and 
a proper  food  store  - the  five  'standard  amenities'.  This  involves 
Increasing  the  present  rate  of  improvement  for  the  country  as  a whole 
from  some  130,000  a year  to  200,000  a year  as  soon  as  possible.  Under 
the  new  Act  local  authorities  are  under  a duiy  to  arrange  for  the 
inspection  of  their  districts  with  a view  to  identifying  areas  suitable 
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for  comprehensive  improvement,  Th^  may  declare  defined  areas  to  be 
improvements  areas  and  in  such  areas  may  compel  improvements  of  tenanted 
houses*  Elsewhere  compulsoiy  action  may  be  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
tenant.  The  compulsory  powers  are  not  intended  to  bring  to  an  end 
voluntary  improvement,  indeed  it  is  desirable  to  get  as  many  houses  as 
possible  improved  by  this  means.  The  changes  are  designed  to  increase 
the  attractiveness  of  the  grants  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  owner- 
occupiers  and  landlords  will  make  greater  use  of  the  new  provisions. 

The  Borough  of  Crewe  (Marshfield  Bank  and  Wistaston  &reen)  Smote 
Control  Order,  19^0,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  Ist  October  1962 
has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Another  Order  - 
the  Borough  of  Crewe  (Wlstaston  Green  and  The  Valley)  Smoke  Control 
Order,  1963  - contiguous  to  present  area  and  covering  some  208  acres  and 
affecting  1,028  properties  has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  come  into  operation 
towards  the  end  of  1965* 

The  department  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  in  recording  smote  and  sulphuu*  dioxide 
concentrations,  and  in  this  respect  was  fortunate  in  receiving  the 
continued  assistance  of  the  staff  of  British  Railways  (Midland  Region) 
Laboratory  at  Crewe, 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  His  "Worship  the  Mayor, 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  members  of  the  staff 
and  to  other  officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation,

The  Cleansing  Department  operates  a Refuse  Disposal  Plant  and  has 
a separate  G-arage  and  Workshop, 

Twelve  vehicles  (including  one  spare  vehicle)  are  employed  on  the 
collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  and  ni^tsoil,  in  addition  to 
three  vehicles  used  in  connection  with  refuse  disposal.

Ur.  Delwyn  Davies,  B, Sc, (Eng)  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  A.M.B.I.M.,  Chief 
Officer  of  the  Board  has  supplied  the  following  inforaation  relating  to 
the  supply. 

During  1963*  21  samples  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  in  Crewe,  and 
1 sample  was  found  to  contain  a B.  Coli  count  of  1 in  100  ml,  but 
subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 
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Some  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  summer  with  loosened  deposits 
from  the  inside  of  the  mains,  though  this  was  less  intensive  than  in  1962. 
Flushing  was  carried  out  to  eliminate  the  discolouration.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  195^ 
once  a^ain  occupied  a proportion  of  the  time  of  the  public  health 
inspectorate  and  1932  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act, 

No  applications  were  submitted  to  the  local  authority  for  'prior 
fi5)proval'  but  4 notification  were  received  of  'intention  to  install' 
furnaces  under  Section  3 of  the  Act. 

The  Borough  of  Crewe  No.  1 (Marshfield  Bank  and  tTistaston  Green) 
Smoke  Control  Order,  I960  covering  some  270  acres  on  the  westerly  side 
of  the  borough,  and  affecting  some  1,085  properties  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October,  1962. 

The  department  has,  since  1949j  io  co-operation  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  made  regular  monthly 
recordings  of  the  degree  of  air  pollution  throughout  the  borough. 

The  analyses  of  the  readings  of  the  various  stations  are  shown  in  the 
appended  tables  and  graphs. 

In  1961,  Crewe  was  selected  as  one  of  120  towns  to  take  part  in 
a National  Surv^  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  five  additional  sets  of 
instruments  have  been  installed  at  particular  sites  in  the  district. 

The  sites  selected  cover  five  types  of  district  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  as  follows:
